“bn .J“ anua'ry 9, 1973, permittee filed a petition for an 

extension of time to complete .construction work and place water 

to beneficial use undd<'Permit 14155. The petition was 

protested by the State of California, Department of Fish and 

Game. The applicant and protestant stipulated to proceedings in 

lieu of hearing as provide'd for'by Section 737, Title 23, 

California Administrative Code. -On October 25, 1974, a field 

investigation was made'by the State Water Resources Control Board 

pursuant to said stipulation. The Board, having considered all 

available information, finds as follows: ,_

Pursuant to this 

request the Board deferred further action on Permit 14155 until

that water has been -placed to beneficial uqe to date and that a 

license should be issued confirming actual use of water under said 

permit. 
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NOW, THEREFORE, _--- IT IS ORDL;KLLJ that further extension 

of time until September 1, 1977 is allowed within which to complete 

application of water to beneficial use: IT IS FURTHER ORDERED 

that a license shall be issueh in accordance with applicable .' ‘- 

statutes and regulations, based on actual use of water under 

Permit 14155 prior to September 1, 1977.
